relates her story sitting on a black 
landing under a spot light which 
creates the effect of striped mat- 
tress ticking. Thomas reminisces of 
an August bank holiday at the beach. 
The company of actors, members of 
the Oral Interpretation class, act out 
and verbally repeat the memories 
Thomas recites. 

A song reflecting the sea, written 
by Kris Kuebler, highlights ‘Twenty 
Years of Growing.” Interruption of 
the song by various company 
members implies the conflict of 
growing up on the small ‘“‘Blaskan 
Islands.’’ Mary Ressler relays 
Maurice O’Sullivan growing-up 
experiences as they are acted out by 
several members of the cast. 

Reflection of the year gone by in 
“The Crumbs of One Man’s Year”’ is 
achieved through imagery. Mary 
Chris Kelleher verbally relates the 
incidents while Mary Ressler 
provides facial expressions and 
body language which emphasize the 
message. 

“Patricia and Edith and Arnold” 
is Thomas’ play adaptation of the 
age old problem of a man being in 
love with two women who find out 
about each other. Sue Schultz por- 
trays the young man who is con- 
fronted by the women, Josie Ford 
and Kelleher. Kris Nabholz as the 
young boy under the care of Patricia 
and Edith creates deviance and 
conflict between the three adults. 

The final selection is ‘Return 
Journey” during which Thomas 
returns to his hometown in search of 
himself. Ressler portrays Thomas 
who meets up with old teachers, 
park managers and acquantances 
who don’t recognize him but offer 
comments on him. Thomas 
discovers that people thought of him 
as a creative, trouble making 
dreamer. 


Between the major works of 
Thomas are several of his poems 
recited and sung by members of the 
company. Listening to the poetry 
one realizes the difficulties involved 
with this production. There is a 
great deal of memorization because 
often the cast members recite long 
pieces on which they get no cueing 
from others but have to rely on 
themselves. 


“An Evening of Dylan Thomas” 
could vaguely be considered ex- 
perimental theater. There is a lot of 
abstract movement, which is sup- 
ported by concrete movement and 
verbal overlapping, repetition and 
foresight. 


The costumes, ordinary dress of 
the early 1900’s, set, a series of 
staircases and platforms and 
lighting, similar to the shadowing 
and clouding of the sun and moon by 
trees and clouds, set an atmosphere 
of daily life on the seashore and in 
inland towns.

Sister Sheila said that she sees 
value in Clarke’s smallness. “‘We 
are not a comprehensive university, 
we are not multi-purpose. The 
essence of our purpose is smallness. 
In other words, we go after one 
particular area and so the ad- 
vantage of that is that you can im- 


prove the quality, focus on 
education,” the former assistant 
academic dean said. 

“Clarke has been known for the 
education of women,” Sister Sheila 
said. “I believe Clarke College is 
about preparing women to con- 
tribute the best from a woman’s side 
and yet be, in a loving way, com- 
petitive. In other words, assertive 
and self-assured and equally 
qualified.” She added, ‘“‘I think of 
women as co-equals who men have 
not always treated as co-equals. 
Women haven't always been 
prepared to assume this role.”

b Q: What is your opinion of the job 
eing done by Pole Chief O’Brien — 
should he be fired or retained? 

A: I don’t think he should be fired. 
I think he should resign; he should 
be asked to resign. In light of the 
things that happened this summer, I 
think it is in the best interests of the 
city and the police department for 
him to be replaced. Too many things 
have been happening that make the 
police department look ridiculous 
and we can’t have that happening. 
How can we respect any policeman 
who has his dignity taken away by 
standing on the corner in the hot sun 
all day as punishment? One thing 
I’m pushing for is the formation of a 
commission to be in charge of all 
personnel and disciplinary meas- 
ures in the police department. 

Q: If O’Brien were asked to resign 
and would not, should he be fired? 

A: If he continues to act like he has 
been in certain cases. One time just 
after the noise ordinance was passed 
he stood in the council chambers and 
said ‘I will not enforce it.’ And he 
didn’t enforce it until just recently 
when people of the city kept calling 
in on these ‘‘Talk to your coun- 
cilman” shows and asking, ‘When 
will the noise ordinance be en- 
forced?’ But this was only a shot in 
the dark and I don’t think he will go 
on enforcing it. Any officer is sworn 
to uphold the laws of the United 
States and the state of Iowa and the 
city of Dubuque. If he can’t do this 
simple thing he is no good as an 
officer. 

Q: What about the women’s rights- 
ERA role in this election — do you 
feel that a woman’s viewpoint is 
different than a man’s? 

A: It depends on the woman and 
the man. I think I could function all 
right with a woman on the council. 
Men and women are born with some 
differences; they can’t do all of the 
same things. But as for functioning 
on the council, there shouldn’t be 
any differentiation at all. I’ve known 
women to have the exact same 
opinions as me, and I’ve known 
women who did not agree with me at 
all. I don’t think there will be any 
difference. 

Q: You have charged that city 
council acts as a rubber stamp for 
the city manager’s ideas. Could you 

lain this? 
wr The reason I say this is that for 
two and a half years I have sat down 
there and watched the council’s 
actions and the city manager’s 
actions. Many times I did not agree 
with the city manager’s methods. 
One time was some land being 
developed and the developer 
wouldn't let it be inspected. After 
much arguing, the council finally 
decided to start a suit on it. So the 
lawyer started the suit but after a 
short time City Manager Chavenelle 
told him the council agreed to drop 
the suit. Then a little later one of 


the councilmen asked how the suit 
was going, the lawyer told him the 
suit had been dropped. Only one of 
the five men on the council dared to 
say, ‘Well, why?’ and jump on it. 
The other four just sat there and 
took it. It had not been the council’s 
wishes to drop proceedings at all. It 
was Mr. Chavenelle’s. Now this is 
just one case. I’ve seen it time after 
time. 

Q: Should the present adult en- 
tertainment zoning ordinance be 
strengthened or left the same? 

A: The present allowance of 1250 
feet allows them room to set up; 
whether these spaces are available 
or not is another story. An important 
question here is ‘Where do we stop?

Q: What do you think of Police 
Chief O’Brien’s crackdown in the 
area of Gomers? and other O’Brien 
incidents? 

A: My relations with the chief 
have been mostly with the Civil 
Service Commission. As far as 
Gomer’s is concerned I know there 
is quite a traffic problem there 
which needs real policing, but as far 
as a crackdown of younger people 
and using harrasment tactics 
against students or any one else is 
unwarranted. I don’t think it is fair 
to set them up as examples for 
others. As for the other incidents in 
the past, I think they are all dead 
and best left that way. Let’s work on 
the present and future policies of the 
police department. 

Q: Does that mean you would fire 
O’Brien? 

A: I do not wish to make per- 
sonalities an issue in this campaign. 

Q: Who do you think makes the 
policy for the city? The manager or 
council? 

A: I think the question is facetious. 
I think that people from a distance 
may get both impressions.

manager is hired by the council to 
administer the policy as set forth by 
the council. If the council is not 
happy with the manager they should 
fire him. If the people are not happy 
with the council they should elect 
new ones. 

When it comes to the question of 
who is running who, I made a 
statement a week or so ago on 
budget review. Budget review could 
be accomplished by the use of the 
city managers office. The trouble is 
that the council accepts the budget 
and then never looks at it for a year. 
This is a case in point where the 
council could do more, but doesn’t do 
a thing about it. 

Q: Do you think the council should 
get rid of Chavenelle now? 

A: I do not want to turn this 
campaign into personality issues. I 
would remind the council that Mr. 
Chavenelle has been with the city for 
18 years and is 66. I believe some 
action to secure a replacement for 
him, should he elect to retire, be 
taken now, to insure an orderly 
transition of government. 

Q: What are your feelings con- 
cerning the pornographic issues? 

A: When we discuss the por- 
nographic issue we have the 
question of values. I have no quarrel 
with the ordinace as it is proposed, 
however, I think the pornographic 
question goes back to the home, 
where one picks up respect for 
another as well as for himself. It 
seems to me that the issue is greater 
than the pornographic material. 
According to constitutional rights, 
the city has to make some local 
determinants for the ordinances. I 
think it is unfortunate that we have 
to deal with the issue.

Q: There are groups in Dubuque 
who are fighting for banning the 
pornography business. Do you 
support their stand, do you propose 
limiting it to one section of the town, 
or do you think it should neither be 
banned nor limited? 

A: By fighting it, the city is 
making a big mistake. The people in 
Dubuque have hollered so much 
about it that the porno people do not 
even have to advertise. I believe 
firmly that if you ignore something 
long enough it will go away. If people 
are against it so much the porno 
business will go bankrupt. If people 
don’t go there then, they won’t be 
able to stay open. 


Q: Do you think the city manager 
Gilbert Chavenlle is doing his job 
well, or do you think there is truth to 
the accusation that he dictates to the 
city council? 

A: He has done a good job, but he 
just wants to do everyone’s job. 


Q: Does this mean that he dictates 
to the city council? 

A: Yes, he does. The situation 
should actually be the reverse. The 
city council should tell him what to 
do, not the other way round. I think 
he should be retained but his powers 
cut down. He can’t be the chief cook 
and bottle washer at the same time. 


Q: Do you think Dubuque needs a 
freeway? Why? : 

A: Certainly, we do. The traffic 
has multiplied, but new ones have 
not been built. The freeway could 
take a bypass from the south end of 
Dubuque out to the north end past 
the Wisconsin bridge. We wouldn’t 
only have a scenic route, but we 
would also bypass the city traffic. It 
is more resourceful that way, since 
the freeway won't have to pass 
through the town and dislocate 
people. Plus, the city owns some 
empty lands around there. This 
would cut down on the expenses.
